Congressman ‘Paul G. Rogers of 
the Sixth District of Florida today 
introduced in Congress a bill to 
provide important changes in the 
Federal District Courts: of Florida. 
The bill would provide one addi- 
tional Federal ‘Judge for South 
Florida, and divide the State into 
three districts: Northern, Middle 
yand’ Southern. 


Congressman Rogers has for 
some time urged an additional Fed- 
eral Judge for the busy Southern 
District, pointing out the rapid 
growth of the area, and a corre- 
sponding increase in Federal Court 
cases. 

“Florida ‘has enjoyed a phen- 
omenal growth in population in the 
southern district, with a corre- 
sponding increase in litigation,” 

iongressman Rogers stated, “and 
it/is urged that relief be given by 
the creation of an additional judge- 
ship for this area.” 

. Florida. is presently split into 
two districts, with the Southern 
Wistrict extending from Jackson- 
ville to Key West. - Under the new 
plan, a Middle District would be 
established to take over most of 
the territory now in the northern 
half of the Southern District. Court 
in the new Southern District would 
-be held at West Palm Beach, Fort 
Pierce, Fort Myers, Miami and 
Key West. ja ?
